In the s<r»*i peninsula trial by ordeal 
Is still practiced. In all criminal cases 
where no witnesses are forthcoming 
the judge, “el mabashaa,” tests the 
suspected person by Are, by water or^ 
by dream. In the first the Judge places? 
an iron pan In the fire until it is retlhot 
and gives it to the accused to touch 
three times with his tongue, If marks 
Of burning are shown on the tongue 
the accused is pronouneed guilty. The 
theory apparentlj' is that if he is not 
guilty the moisture on the tongue pre¬ 
vents it from being burnt; if guilty his 
tongue would dry up from fear of be- 
iag discovered. 

The test by water is described as fol¬ 
lows: “The *mabashaa’ sits with the 
accused and the spectators in a circle 
with a copper Jug full of water placed 
in the center, This jug is then made 
to appear to move round the circlfe by 
meting of witchcraft or hypnotism. If 
the jug returns back to the Judge the 
accused Is pronounced not guilty, but 
it the Jug stops opposite the accused 
he is pronounced guilty," 

This description is rather wanting ip 
"detail, and It Is difficult to know how 
a Jug which only appears to more can 
be a trustworthy Index. In the test by 
dream the “mabashaa” sleeps and see* 
In a dream if the accused is guilty or 
not—Chicago News. . .
